John L. Kenneay, speaking before the
Non-partisan ¢lub of Henson Friday
night, asserted thatl the state may own
the minea In Colorado "If the mine own-
ors, remiding In New York and the oast,
continue to disregurd buman life as they
have In the past”

Mr., HKennedy ocriticised “statements
made In Omaba,” Indieating that women
are responsible for the sirike outbreaks
In Colormdo,

“Women do not hold many executiva
officea In Colorado,” he sald, "and there
ure estimated to be 00 more men in
Colorando than women, The women went
to the governor of Colorado and de-
manded that he secure federal protection
for minors and strikers. and told him
they would not leave the capltol until
he maide the formal demand upon ths
president. He made the demand and or-
der was restored and ls now malntained
In Colorado."

Mi. Kennedy declared that the reason
women did not vote in the beginning was
that “government in the beginning was
by brute forece; we do not do things that
Wiy now."

Answering other objections to equal suf-
frage, he miid “we are told that women
have no politionl jJudgment, 1 know many
men who have no politioal judgment, and
I know many men ask others how to
vote.'"
